WHEREAS,  The  lack  of  treating  the  mentally  ill  in  a  timely  manner  causes  them  to 
deteriorate  on  the  streets,  in  public  shelters,  or  in  their  homes;  and,

8  WHEREAS,  Cities  and  states  across  the  United  States  face  chronic  shortages  of  blood 

9  donations  each  year;  and, 

1 0  WHEREAS,  These  blood  donations  are  used  to  save  the  lives  of  millions  of  Americans 

1 1  and  are  critical  to  our  health  care  delivery  system;  and, 

12  WHEREAS,  Maximizing  number  of  people  who  can  safely  donate  blood  is  crucial  to 

1 3  this  system  of  care;  and, 

14  WHEREAS,  Section  351  of  the  Public  Health  Services  Act  authorizes  the  United 

15  States  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services'  Food  and  Drug  Administration  to  develop 

16  regulations  on  who  may  or  may  not  donate  blood;  and, 

17  WHEREAS,  Title  21,  Volume  7,  section  640.3  of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations 

18  (hereafter  21CFR640)  was  established  to  regulate  blood  donation;  and,

23  American  Red  Cross,  America's  Blood  Centers  and  Blood  Centers  of  the  Pacific,  which  are 

24  subsequently  adhered  to  by  the  blood  collection  agency;  and,

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1  WHEREAS,  In  a  guidance  memorandum  dated  April  23,  1992,  the  Food  and  Drug 

2  Administration  establishes  "Criteria  for  the  Exclusion  of  Unsuitable  Donors  Who  Are  at 

3  Increased  Risk  for  HIV"  for  determining  the  suitability  of  a  donor;  and, 

4  WHEREAS,  Persons  are  determined  to  be  unsuitable  if  they  are  a  person  with  a 

5  known  status  of  HIV  infected;  and, 

6  WHEREAS,  Persons  are  determined  to  be  unsuitable  donors  because  of  their 

7  increased  risk  for  HIV  if  they  are  a  past  or  present  intravenous  drug  users;  are  a  person  with 

8  hemophilia  or  related  disorder;  are  a  person  who  has  engaged  in  sex  for  money  or  drugs 

9  since  1977;  are  a  person  who  has  had  sex  with  a  person  meeting  the  criteria  of  person  who 

10  has  engaged  in  sex  for  money  or  drugs  since  1977  within  the  last  12  months;  are  a  person 

1 1  who  has  been  treated  for  gonorrhea  or  syphilis  in  the  last  12  months;  and, 

12  WHEREAS,  The  aforementioned  criteria  are  intended  to  exclude  persons  based  on 

13  their  known  status  as  an  HIV  infected  person  or  their  behaviors  which  are  known  to  spread 

14  HIV  or  they  have  had  sex  with  someone  whose  behaviors  are  known  to  spread  HIV;  and, 

15  WHEREAS,  Persons  are  also  determined  to  be  unsuitable  donors  because  of  their 

16  increased  risk  for  HIV  if  they  are  a  man  who  has  had  sex  with  another  man  once  since  1977;

18  WHEREAS,  This  criteria  applies  to  almost  every  gay  man  and  to  many  other  men, 

19  including  those  who  have  always  practiced  safe  sex:  and, 

20  WHEREAS,  HIV  can  be  spread  by  all  persons  who  have  "unsafe  sex",  to  wit,  anal  or 

21  vaginal  sexual  activity  between  two  persons  without  the  use  of  a  condom:  and, 

22  WHEREAS,  A  man  who  has  had  unsafe  sex  with  a  woman  is  at  a  higher  risk  of  being

WHEREAS,  A  small  staff  of  15  provide  comprehensive,  high  quality  medical  care  to 
Dver  1500  patients,  one  third  of  whom  suffer  from  HIV/AIDS  and  two  thirds  from  severe  and 
debilitating  chronic  diseases  such  as  cancer,  chronic  pain,  auto-immune  diseases,  and  chronic 
fatigue  syndrome;  and 

WHEREAS,  Prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  Wellness  Center,  the  practice  was 
administered  by  Conant  Medical  Group  (CMG)  which  was  then  bought  by  the  Quest 
Corporation;  and
